TUVALU MISIDENTIFIES FRUIT 


Sc#1415a from Tuvalu was issued on 30 May 2018, on a miniature sheet of three titled, “Colorful Fruits.” The 
inscription on the $2.00 stamp reads “Pomegranate/Punica granatum,” but it is not a Pomegranate. 


It is in fact a Papaya, Carica papaya, cut open 
to reveal all the seeds inside. The other images 
on the sheet are captioned correctly. On the 
$2.50 stamp is a cracked open Coconut, 
Cocos nucifera, and on the $3.00 stamp, a 
Cavendish Banana, Musa acuminata. 


A souvenir sheet containing a $3.50 stamp 
and a $4.00 stamp was issued also as part of 
this set. The $3.50 stamp actually shows a 
Pomegranate and the $4.00 stamp shows a 
sliced Pink Grapefruit, Citrus paradisi. The 
background of this sheet also shows images of 
these two fruits.
